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Increased Production Necessary.
Wz ocannot expect the financial condition o
the country to become much improved until
after wo shall have harvested an abundant
orop. So long as those great staples of living,
flour and meat, remain ab their present prices,
it will be impossible to mnke any very decided
redugtion in the cost of productions gencrally.
Labor will continne high so long as the prices
of living remain high.

We observe that the present high price of
flour is sometimes nscribed to the work of
gpeculators. Such an explanstion is unsatis-
factory. No speculation could have rum the
price up toits present fignres, and held it there
in the face of a plentiful supply. The fact
is, the wheat crop last year was o very small
one, much below the avaerage, and it found
the gountry comparatively empty. Old stocks
liad all been nsed up, and the new supply fell
npon & bare market. In truth, we have not

ad a full crop since the close of the war.
‘I'he spring of 1805 found a million and & half
of the active, working population of this
country removed from production and en-
gaged in war. The dishanding of the armies
ii'd not ocour early enough that year to malke
any sensible difference in the production of
the year. Last year we ought to have felt the
effect of the addition of the soldiers to the
producing population, and should have done
50 had not other canses interfered to prevent
a full crop. We are, therefore, suffering at
the present time from an absolute scarcity,
and we shall not be relieved until an abundant
harvest restoresthe equilibrium. Fortunately,
everything indicates that the wheat crop this
year will prove to be a large one. The high
prices which have prevailed cannot but have
stimulated the cultivation of a broader area
than usual of that staple, and anless climatic
conditions prove unfavorable, a large crop must
be the rasult.

The corn-planting season is now at its height
all over the North. Wae trust that farmers,
everywhere, will heed the advice to plant
““ one acre more,’”' We shall need all that can
grow out of the ground. The country is
drained dry of grain, so that a very large pro-
duction will be required to Ml the void, It
used to be said that the State of Illinois alone
could raise corn enough to supply the whole
Union, We hope her people will make the
effort this year. And we trust that farmers
all over the country will make extra efforts to
increase the production of the staples of life.
By 80 doing, they will not only be likely to
put money in their own pockets, but they
will algo. help to relieve the country at large
from an embarrassing and dangerous situa-
tion,

Conservative Progress,

Oxg good effect of holding up a high mark,
politivally, is that you thereby tend to bring
your opponents up to it. They may condemn
your position as extreme, and possibly it may
be so; bunt if ably maintained, it will bring
them 8o much the nearer to the truth. The
demand #o long and so ably made by Garrison
and Phillips and their compeers, for the imme-
diate and unconditional abolition of slavery,
tended to bring the whole country np to the
point of excluding slavery from the Terri-
torles.

If we look over the country now, we shall
find the general tone of public sentiment in all
parties rising unmistakably towards those
dootrines of real republicanism which have
been 8o terribly discarded in the actual prac-
tice of the past, and which have been usually
stigmatized as the vagaries of mere theorists,
As an instance of this, we quote a few words
from the published card of Colonel A, E. Gar-
ret, declining to be a candidate for the con-
servative nomination for Congress in the
Tennessee Third District. At the game time
hie says:—

UMy interest and zeal in Lhe suceess of tho
‘msm and fondamential principles of Amerioan

iberty, for which the conservative party of the
country 1s struggling, aré ot and will not be
abated under any clreumsiances. Univarsal
amnesty and lmpartial suffrage, without regard
to rage or color, now and forever, are the prin-
ciples which 1 have inscribed on my political
banner; and I shall bear the same through the
coming years of our State and Natlonal history,
if life and strepgth be given me, as o the late
dark night of our eivll (roubles I sought with

honesty and fidelity to uphold thestarry banner
of freedom and national unity "

(lolonel Garret is & little fast in intimating
that “impartial suffrage, without regard to
race or color,”” s just yet one of the funda-
mental “principles’” for which the conserva-
tive party is struggling, but we doubt not that
the stress of clrenmstances will soon foree the
party to occupy that position. It is only a

question of time, and of a not very long time,
at that.

The Trial of Jefl, Davis,
Wx suppose the question, whether or not
Jefl. Duvis is 10 be tried for treason, will soon
be settled. We do not attach mach import-
ance to the matter either way. The most
that his trial could do, would be' 1o obtain a
judicial decision upon. the character of our
late war. There & no gnestion of fact in the
case at all.  The verdiots of a thousind juries
would not change the fact of Davis' participa-
tion and leadership in the late war against the
United Btates, Nor would a judicial decision,
a8 to whether that faot constituted the orime of
treason, be of much practical consequence.
A revolution, such as we have just passed
through, 15 not likely to ocour agaln in this

conntry; snd if oauses of sufficiant strangth to
dovelop amother ons ghould ever manifest
thomselves, no declsions of conrts will stand
in thelr way.

That the so-called Confederate Government
aequired a de facto existence cannot be denied.
That the war passed beyond the limits of a
mere insurrection is indisputable.  Whethor
those who participated in it shall now be pun-
juhed, and the extent and oharncter of {he
punishment, are rather matters of political
policy than of eriminal jurisprodence.

G“Renntor? Perry’s Advico.

The Bouth yet have a few Ephraims who
are joined to their idols, B, I, Perry, of South
Carolina, writes o letter, of whioch the follow-
ing extracts indicate the charaoter:—

“Congress bhas left It discretionary with the
people of Bouth Carollna whether to oall a con-
vention or not. They have ordered a registras
tlon of volers and an election, and authorlzed
every one to indorse on his ticket, '‘Conven-
tion,’ or *No Conventlon,' Therefore, lobl every
man who is not disfranchisod, ns he valnes his
1fe, and honor, and property, and the paaoce of
soctetly, go forwmrd and reglater his name, and
then vote at the alection, indorsiog on his teket
‘»o Convention.' In thia woy alone can wa
malulaln oun honor, preserve the pesce of Ko
alety, prevent bluok sullrage, and u division of
lunds among the negroes.'

We do not fear the result of Mr, Perry's
adviee, as, if the State is reconstructed, that
delectable patriot will lose his chanoce of being
Senator, which position the Provisional Logis-
lature has elected him to. Such disinterest-
cdness will receive proper appreciation.

go abroad to hear news of what is being done
at home, That enterprising sheet, finding
reliable intelligence rather soarce, and deter-
mined to give its readers something to talk
abomt, publishes the following editorial para-
graph:—

“Mrominent Pennsylvanians are sald to be
canvassing thelr project of Baviogg the State
publishc o Philadelplhila po enormous news
paper—somethling on a seale hitherto anheatd
ofin the world of Journalism, It is to be avout
three times s8 [9rge us any newspaper now
publishea in this country,nnd istobe furnished
gratultously to eévery in the State. It lssup
posed that 400,000 persons can be found ouiside
Lhe State who willsubscribe for 1t at §12 a year,
und an income of over ¢lght millions of dollars
Is expected from advertising. The annual ex
peuses of the paper areset down ataboul twelve
wililons, and on this basls the enterprise is ex-
peeted to yleld @ net revenue of mnearly a
tuillion and a halfl to the State. Tois Is cer

inly a very tunposing programime. It has
fnlways been found much easier to esta-
biish newspapers on  paper than in

actual fact, apnd we Pmsuma Lthe same thing
will hold trae of this Brobdlgnagian enterprise
The project of publisbing newspapers as mis-
slonary undertakings, though still pursued in
various guarters, hing never been found to be
very successtul, elther in a pecuniary sense or
A8 B meauns ol converting tbe world o any
speciie oplnion. A newspaper s lofluential
just o proportion as It responds to adistinet
and consclous want In the reader's mind,
Beyond that, it nelther carrles conviction nor
commands attentlon. If Pennsylvania could
suppress or exclude all other newspapors by
protective tarll, she might oree this pro-
Jected Journal into a falr cirenlation, but that
she will searcely suoceed in dolog, '

Observe the wording of this intelligence,
“Prominent Pennsylvanians,'' who, as Dickins
says, ‘‘shall be nameless,"” are “‘said to e can-
vassing the project.” The information, thers-
fore, on which our contemporary bases his start-
ling item is a rnmor that somebody is think-
ing of something. If it is true, as the Thnes
aays, that “'a newspaper is influential just in
proportion as it responds to a distinet and
congcions want in the reader’s mind,’* we must
infer that the ZVmes has extremely little in-
fluence, or else there are more minds with
“distinot’” desires to be gratified than we had
supposed. We safely affirm that such an
idea as that stated has pever been rationally
considered by any two sane *‘Pennsylvanians,
“prominent’’ or otherwise, for the space of
time aptly denominated a “jifly."”

Eienr' Hovrs v New Yore,—The Governor
of New York hans signed the bill passed by
the Legislature declaring eight hours a legul
day’s work. The history of the movement
in the Empire State is disgraceful to both
political partie. Utterly ignoring the conse-
quences of such a step, each has been per
sistently trying to outvie the other in its
toadyism to popular prejudice. Each bhas
been acensing the other of opposing the law,
and each striving to get it adopted by any
mean device which would enable them to
claim it as a party trinmph. BSome sensible
man, however, has done the entire population
of New York a service by getting a simple
little proviso inserted, that the act shall apply

only to such employments as are not
founded on any specifio contract. The
law a8 amended was passed almost

nnanimously. Thanks, however, to that provi-
sion, it will have no effect, The only conse-
anence will be that each employer will have
m&rhin employés, that they
shall work for ten hours;, which of course
takes them ontgide of the action of the bill, It
is unjust and ridiculons for the workingmen
to expect to get paid ten hours' wages fer
eight hours' work; while, if they get but eight
hours’ wages for eight hours' work (as they
agree to do inMissonri) they will soon find that
the more earnest and industrions of the la-
borers will work for ten hours to get the addi-
tional wages, leaving only the lazy and incom-
petent to be affected by the new rale. It will

be entirely inoperative, and tend only to idjure
those who can least afford to have n decrease
of 1eans,
